Sir : "Wishing to give you all information of interest during this 
time in which yellow fever prevails in an alarming manner, I have 
visited all the private and general hospitals of the city to investigate 
the exact number of cases of yellow fever : In the Mercedes Hospital, 
none ; Integridad National, none ; Garcini, 1 ; Benefica, 1 ; Eey, none ; 
Purisima Concepcidn, 1 ; Hospital Militar, 94.
